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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 6, the prior art of record, specifically West (5,590,346) discloses 
a radio card (10) and a device housing (11) where an interface between the radio card and 
housing device is produced. Furthermore, West teaches said card includes antenna contacts but 
fails to specifically disclose said device housing comprising a first interface and a first 
antenna^ the radio where the card comprises a card housing; a second interface disposed on 
the card housings that, upon receipt of the radio card by the electronic device, engagingly 
couples with the first interface; a radio circuit, disposed within the card housing 
communicatively coupled to the second interface. A third interface being communicatively 
coupled to the radio circuit and is electrically and physically independent of the second 
interface, and where the third interface is engagingly coupling with the first antenna upon 
receipt of the radio card by the electronic device via the track Other prior art such Ishizawa 
(5,608,863) teaches an electronic card (slot 21 and card 20) used with a device housing, 
Rasmussen (5,373,149) who teaches a folding electronic card and Wallace (6,295,031) who 
teaches a memory card assembly having an integral antenna are in the same field of endeavor but 
fail to specifically disclose said card comprising the elements claimed in applicant's invention.

US 5,353,328 teaches a data adapter for a radiotelephone. 

US 5,325,429 teaches an apparatus for accepting and retaining an information card. 
US 5,266,782 teaches a control of a card interface.
